The above specifics will vary according to 
species, climate and each farm's breeding 
schedules - these are general guidelines. 

Fox and mink farmers using melatonin 
implants (which speed the fur growth 
^process) usually kill their stock in October. j 


Fur Farm Liberation 
as easy as 1, 2, 3... 

The Animal Liberation Front can defeat the fur industry. 
Remember all of the lab raids and animal liberations that took 
place in the eighties? The same amount of energy and 
enthusiasm is now being put into attacking the fur industry and 
fur farms in the nineties. Like England, with a lot of hard work, 
the fur industry can be crushed. Operation Bite Back actions in 
the US '91 through '94 started to push the decline of the fur 
industry. Since late '95 as part II of Operation Bite Back there 
have been 43+ fur farm liberations releasing thousands of 
animals back to their native habitat in the US alone, not to 
mention countless raids overseas from Austria to Finland and 
more. 

All farmed fur animal species: fox, mink, wolf, bobcat, 
lynx, racoon & coyote (except chinchilla) can be released into 
the wild and survive. Mink can travel five to ten miles a day 
while fox can travel twelve. They disperse quickly so there is 
no need to fear a huge ecological imbalance as a result of a 
massive release of fur farm animals. 

All fur animal species are not old enough to release 


until after they've been weaned. Also, they should be 
liberated before winter sets in because otherwise they won't 
have time to learn how to efficiently hunt for food as most prey 
species will now be more difficult to catch. 

SHEDS 

Most, but not all, fur farms can be easily spotted from country 
roads. Mink farms consist of long sheds and can be several 
different configurations the most common being a single row 
(2 rows of cages) or double row (4 rows of cages) shed. Mink 
farms will vary from 2 or 3 long sheds all the way to some of 
the most disgusting 90+ sheds in Utah and Wisconsin. They 
are almost always orientated North-South for proper lighting. 
Some fox and lynx farms use long sheds or just rows of 
outdoor cages. They will vary in size from one dozen sheds to 
several hundred. 

CAGES 

Mink cages will vary in sizes but be approx.. 14" wide, 18" tall 
and 36" deep. They will vary in construction from area to area

a little but farmers generally use the same designs within the 
area. Farms usually have one mink to a cage, although you 
will quite often find farms that have 2 or 3 or more to a cage. 
All cages will be open to the outside air. 

Cages are usually latched with a simple wire catch. 
Some farmers have been known to actually wire their cages 
closed with a thick piece of wire (usually their breeders) so the 
cages can't be opened without a good pair of pliers or wire 
cutters. 

Some cages will also have nest boxes at the back or on 
the side. A lot of cage designs have nest boxes that are re- 
movable making it very easy to just pull the nest box up and 
out of the cage. Removing it and placing it on the ground is all 
it takes to let a mink out of his or her cage. 

Ideally, mink and fox can be picked up out of their cages, 
carried to and dropped on the other side of the guard fence. 
Mink will try to bite, so extra-heavy gloves are a 
necessity, mink will have to be picked up firmly by the scruff of 
the neck or by the tail. 

They can also be placed in carry cages or heavy 
canvas type bags (only one per bag as mink are very likely to 
start fighting if piled on top of each other), and then released 
as far away as possible. 

Lynx cages are usually made of your typical chain link 
security fence and may look more like small pens than cages. 

GUARD FENCES 


Another quicker, although not as reliable method for all 
species, is to cut several (as many as possible) holes in any

retaining fences around the compound and then open all the 
cages so that the animals can find their own way out. Plenty of 
escape routes should be provided. None should lead the 
animals toward a busy road. Farms with solid guard fences 
usually have gates that can be opened allowing huge 'holes' 
for mink to escape through. 

ALTERNATIVE METHODS 

Fur farms can still be hit even if a live liberation is not possible 
at that time. From October through December, the pelting stock 
(those about to be killed) will be close to the same size as the 
breeding stock (those kept to produce more animals). 

If all of the animals are released into the compound then 
the fur farmer won't know which are the breeders and which 
are the pelters (If possible destroy the breeding information 
cards which are usually on the front of each cage.) The farmer 
will have to pelt them all out and spend tens of thousands of 
dollars on new breeding stock. This is so annoying and costly 
that sometimes they just give up for good. 

You must make sure as many cages are opened as 
possible, as it may be hard for you to determine which cages 
contain breeders and which don't. If a couple sheds are left 
untouched, then you might miss the breeding stock completely 
and the purpose of the action will not be achieved. 

AFTER PELTING 

We have found a fairly big variance in pelting time periods. So, 
as always, scout out the farm you're looking at as much as 
possible to determine the best time to hit it. Watch for extra 
security measures around pelting season. All pelting will be 
done by late December. Then, all the farms will have is their 
breeding stock left. If the weather and other conditions are 
correct, then breeding stock can be released to the wild. 

Also, after pelting season is the time when they usually 
let up their guard. If at all possible pelting/skinning/feed sheds 
can be burned to the ground or have extensive damage done 
to them using other methods: paint/acid/etc. Pelting machines, 
equipment and feeding tractors can also be damaged. 

DYES 

Activists in Finland and Sweden have recently begun using 
Henna based dyes in squeeze bottles at several fur farms. 
The non-toxic dyes can be sprayed on the animals' backs to 
ruin the economic value of their pelt. All types of fur animals 
(fox, mink, rabbit, chinchilla, lynx, etc.) can be dyed as long 
they do not have dark fur. This has put farms out of business in 
the past. But, as with the last described tactic, the animals will 
still be killed... the farmer just won't be making any money from 
them.

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VIDEO SECURITY 
SYSTEMS 


There are thousands of companies 
across North America that sell security systems. 
At least one has had the displeasure of being 
mentioned in Fur Industry publications over the 
last year (see article to left). 

Video security is expensive. The more 
bells & whistles a system has, the more money 
it is going to cost. Usually, only the biggest 
farms are going to have a video security 
system. 

Video security systems can be 
bypassed with some work and will power. 
These days some type of good mask (balaclava 
etc.) is always needed. A little less suspicious 
looking is a hooded jacket and mask/bandana/ 
etc. underneath. You never know when you're 
going to turn a corner and run into a video 
camera (fur farm or other). 

Non-recognizable clothing should 
always be worn on raids. Army fatigue jackets 
or nondescript pullovers and pants are a good 
idea. Anything recognizable should be taken 
off or covered, this includes jewellery, tattoos, 
watches, glasses, etc. 

Reconnaissance of possible targets 
plays an important part in making sure 
everything goes smooth and that you don't have 
any surprises. When scouting out farms, watch 
for video cameras mounted on the corners of 
buildings and inside. Look for the tell-tale 
attenna of a wireless system (attennas can be 
as small as 18" x 18"), they may also look more 



like a box. If 
you spot 
cameras and 
no attennas, it 
could be a 
wired video 
system with 
buried cables 
instead. 

Do as 

thorough a scouting job as possible so you know 
what to expect when you come back to do the 
job. If there isn’t someone watching a monitor 24 
hours a day (not that likely), the camera lenses 
can be covered up with paint/tape etc., so all 
they're going to record is blackness. Taking them 
out by damaging or smashing the cameras or 
attennas can be done, but be careful. Some 
security systems can have alarms (silent or 
audible) that trigger when a camera is damaged 
or wires cut. If you know the farmer is away or 
have already released every animal in the place 
and are ready to leave the area, you coulds then 
damage any expensive video cameras, 
recorders, attennas, etc. These systems are not 
cheap and can cost them tens of thousands of 
dollars. 

All in all, if they can't tell who you are on 
any video footage they might have - then great. 
Be Careful - If you do get caught on film, they will 
analyze the hell out of it and may get little things 
like your height and mannerisms from studying it.

MEDIA WORK 


CHINCHILLAS 

The chinchilla is a small herbivore that is native to the 
Andes mountains in South America. Chinchillas are 
usually pelted out in the spring. The v can't be released 
into the wild and, if liberated, need to be given good 
homes. There are several things that should be taken 
into consideration concerning post-raid chinchilla care. 
An important one is that they have a hard time 
tolerating extreme temperatures above 80 degrees F. If 
you should liberate chinchillas, please make sure that 
the person providing their new home has been educated 
about their special needs. Books are available at book 
store or any library. 


Media work is something that some cells don’t focus much time on 
and for some good reasons: they do it for the animals, and media work can be 
dangerous if you are not very careful. The FBI and RCMP watch fairly closely 
the mailing addresses of radical animal rights groups that regularly receive 
communiques. It should be expected that all communiques sent to grassroots 
animal rights groups/media/etc. will be opened, copied and checked for any 
forensic evidence; fingerprints, saliva/hair/fiber traces, etc. They may also 
end up being 'lost' and never make it to their destination. 

If you are going to send a communique it would be a good idea to send 
it to as many groups as possible so at least one will get there. 

For those of you that are interested in doing some post-raid media 
work, remember to be extra careful. If you screw up you could get caught. 
Follow all basic security precautions when mailing anything. Video footage 
and/or photos of fur farm raids are more likely to get media coverage. 




SECURITY 

UPDATE 


Fur Commission USA has been Austria and Finland activists have been 


holding farm security seminars with 
security experts for fur farmers across the 
country. Fur farm security seminars have 
been held at every major fur farm-related 
function in the last year. 

A lot of fur farmers across North 
America are stepping up their security 
after all the recent attacks. Security 
recommendations have included; Caller 
ID on telephones (a great reason to use 
a pay phone) and having cameras on 
hand to take photos of strange visitors. 

Other ranchers are recommend- 
ing such measures as electrified fences 
that not only prevent wild animal entries 
but also signal fence tampering. Electric 
fences are fairly expensive and it's not 


shot by fur farmers, all survived, thank- 
fully. It's a war out there - be careful. 

A lot of farms are taking some 
simple precautions such as putting up 
extra guard fences and wiring cages shut 
with heavy wire. Both of these can be 
bypassed with some hard work and a few 
good quality tools. 

Fences can have holes from 8 
inches tall to a couple feet wide cut out 
of them, or can and have been taken 
down completely. A lot of farmers are 
putting up fences with tin guards for the 
top 1'-2', more to keep mink from 
climbing over fences than for keeping out 
raiders. Although they can make a lot of 
noise. Also most farms that have solid 


season. There's not all that much that can 
be done for 24 hr. security guards 
(usually, but where there's a will there's 
a way!). 

The bigger the farm, the more 
likely it is to have some type of security 
system and or security guard (although 
there is always exceptions to the rule). 
Proper scouting of farms should tell you 
exactly what you have to expect. 

It is also imperative that, during 
scouting missions, you leave absolutely 
no trace that you were there. Anything 
from a clipped fence, unlocked gate, 
opened cage, missing breeding card, 
footprints, etc. could alert the farmers 
thereby jeopardizing the entire rescue 
operation and putting all members that 
much closer to being caught. 

Activists should always be extra 
careful about traceable footprints. Extra 
large socks over the tops of shoes will 
make tell-tale tracks unnoticeable or, 
better and safer yet, buy a pair of cheap 
canvas shoes and dispose of them after 
every raid. 

Any vehicles used should be 
cleaned and vacuumed as soon as

DEVASTATE to 

LIBERATE 


The fur farm industry has to be hit from all angles in order to 
bring it down. It’s going to need both the above ground and the 
underground actions. On the illegal side we need to hit all parts of the 
industry, from fur farms and retail fur stores all the way to the feed 
and supply industries. They all need to be hit hard in order to be 
devastated. 

Trucks belonging to any fur related 
business are very easy targets for all type of 
damage and are usually worth tens of thousands 
of dollars. The bigger and more the trucks the 
merrier. Probably the most thorough and devas- 
tating tactic for use on trucks is the use of fire. 

The processing room and the feed 
storage barns can be hit as well. Malecky Mink 
Ranch in Yamhill, OR was put out of business 
when the A.L.F. burned down their processing barn 
(12/21/91) during Part I of Operation Bite Back. 

Arson should only be used when it can be 
guaranteed that the fire will not spread to the sheds 
the animals are in. 

Fur farmers have specialized tractors that 
dispense feed on top of the cages. These 
vehicles can be damaged in a number of ways. If 
fire can not be used, then there are numerous 
other options. One easy one is to buy a bottle of 
muriatic acid at the hardware store. This costs about three dollars for 
one or two gallons. Simply pour it all over the engine and leave. It will 
eat through all soft plastic wires etc. causing a fair amount of 
damage. Wires can be cut or pulled out, sugar or metal filings can be 
added to the gas tank and oil, tires can be slashed, etc. Other items 
found on most fur farms that can be damaged include; feed grinders 
and freezers, pelters and skinning machines. 

Urine Collection 

It has been brought to our attention that a fair amount of fox farms 
(possibly also some mink farms) collect the urine with buckets 
underneath cages. They then sell the urine to hunters and 
companies that manufacture bottled scents for hunters to use in the 
field. Simply dumping the contents of buckets under cages and any 
larger storage containers will cost them a pretty penny. 


Acid 

Acids are beginning to be used more widely in different types of 
actions. Unfortunately most must be bought from a chemical 
supply house. Some places will ask for ID, so be prepared. 


Burytic Butyric acid 

- A yellowish acid that 
can be diluted 50/50 
with water. It stinks to 
high hell and has been 
used for numerous 
applications. Dumping 
it on the carpet of a fur 
salon will usually result 
in the carpet needing 
to be replaced in order 
to get rid of the smell. 
It can also be put in a 
large syringe and 
injected through mail 
slots, keyways, into 
airducts, etc. A very 
damaging method is to 
poke a hole in a 
restroom wall with an awl and then empty a large syringe of acid into 
the wall. In order to fix this and get rid of the smell, walls may have to 
be ripped out. 

Muriatic acid - A low powered acid that can be bought at any hard- 
ware store. It will slowly eat through soft materials like papers, etc. 

Hydro-flouric acid - Also known as etching fluid. It can be diluted 
somewhat with water also. Will etch letters etc. into almost any glass 
surface after being left on for more than a couple hours. It can be 
bought at craft shops but is fairly expensive, it is cheaper to purchase 
larger quantities from a chemical supply house. 

Sulphuric acid - A strong acid that will eat through paper, plastic, 
wires, etc. Battery acid is diluted sulphuric acid and stronger strength 
acid can be bought from a chemical supply house.

Fur Farm Liberations 
Fact & Myth... 


Myth: Liberated mink will destroy native 
wildlife, causing irreparable harm. 

Fact: It is interesting that this argument is 
usually preceded by the claim that the mink 
will starve to death because they haven't been 
taught to kill. If they don't know how to hunt, 
then they certainly won’t kill any wildlife. The 
truth is, however, that mink kill out of instinct, 
much as the domestic cat does. No training 
or rehabilitation is necessary. 

So do liberated mink destroy wild- 
life? Of course they destroy some 
wildlife. They are predators, and 
they help maintain the balance of 
nature by killing and eating prey 
animals. But, at the same time, 
they do not pose a threat to any 
particular species as a whole. 

Mink are not specialized 
predators. Certain predators, like 
lynx, will have a principal prey that 
they rely on. Lynx will usually only 
eat snowshoe hare, otter normally 
eat fish, etc. On the other hand, 
the mink will eat anything. 

Examination of mink scat shows 
that this animal will eat mammals, 
fish, birds, reptiles and 
amphibians. They do not 
specialize, but rather eat what- 
ever is most readily available. If liberated mink 
ate too many field mice, then it would be 
easier for them to then hunt nesting birds, fish, 
or even snakes. When the population of one 
food source gets too low, mink will 
instinctively hunt something that is more 
abundant, and therefore easier to find. 

Furthermore, the mink is a very solitary 
animal. The only time one will see mink 
together is when they are mating, or in the 
weeks immediately following their birth, when 
the mother is still caring for her kits. 

When released, mink go in search of their own 
habitat and will not tolerate the presence of 
other mink. Mink normally have a range of 
just under 3 square kilometers. Being so 
spaced apart, it is unrealistic to assume that 
the mink could have enough of an impact on 
any particular species to make any 
noticeable difference at all. 

Myth: Because ranch raised mink are 
often bred for mutant color genes, mink 
liberations can damage the environment by 
polluting the wild gene pool. 


Fact: The standard mink genes found in 
wild populations are dominant over most 
mutant color genes that have been exploited 
by fur farmers. Studies indicate that these 
mutant color genes are bred out of existence 
in just a few short generations. 

In England the entire mink population is the 
offspring of animals that escaped from fur 
farms. Despite the fact that there were no 
wild mink to breed with, the recessive mutant 
color genes have been virtually diminished 


by the more dominant standard genes that 
most ranch mink carry. 

A 1986 study in Devon, England found that 
only 3% of the mink population was showing 
any sign of these mutant genes. A similar 
study in Scotland showed nearly the same 
results. 

Myth: Mink in England have decimated the 
otter and the water vole. 

Fact: Sadly, the mink became the 
scapegoat for the decline of the otter. Otter 
populations were decimated by pesticides 
and hunting. In recent years the otter has 
made a comeback, and examination of their 
scats has shown that contrary to claims made 
by mink hunters and the fur trade, otter 
actually kill and eat mink. Mink do not kill 
otters. 

The water vole is another species whose 
numbers have been decimated by man, yet 
we continue to blame the mink for their 
problems. Studies show that in areas with 
the water vole, this animal still only accounts 


for about 2% of the mink's diet. It is doubtful 
that feral mink could have any noticeable 
impact on the number of water voles when 
they are not in any way a principal source of 
food for mink. 

Those are the most common anti-liberation 
arguments used by those that would rather 
see predators confined to cages, instead of 
out in the wild, serving the purpose nature 
intended. 

There have been [34] fur farm raids in North 
America, in a time span of 2 years. 
Approximately 50,000 fur farm prisoners have 
been released into the wild. If any of these 
arguments had any merit, then why aren't we 
seeing some evidence in areas were mink 
have been released. This doesn't have to be 
a hypothetical argument based on 
interpretations of scientific 
literature. Mink have been 
released in large numbers, so 
where is the damage? The fact 
is, there isn't any. 

We know that they have survived. 
One chicken farmer wrote a letter 
to a Utah newspaper complaining 
that a mink released from a farm 
months before had eaten some of 
his chickens. But yet we aren't 
seeing this ecological damage the 
fur trade has predicted. 

In fact, the A.L.F. has done the 
earth a favor by raiding these 
farms. In addition to stopping the 
mass accumulation of animal 
wastes by shutting these places 
down, they have re-introduced 
mink to areas where they had 
been nearly wiped out. For example, the 
A.L.F. freed 400 mink from a fur farm in 
Sheboygan, Wl. At roughly the same time 
there was concern about the lack of mink 
along the Sheboygan River. The A.L.F. was 
the only relief that river has gotten, in regards 
to that particular problem. 

It is estimated that as few as 150 lynx may 
still exist in Montana, yet the state still allows 
a trapping season. Montana is the home of 
several lynx fur farms, and there could very 
well be more lynx in captivity than in the wild. 

The lynx is only a few short generations out 
of the wild and even the Forest Service has 
considered using ranch lynx for 
reintroduction (see Lynx, Wolverine and 
Fisher in the Western United States, 
Research Assessment and Agenda by John 
Weaver, 1993). Imagine what direct action 
groups could do without all of the red tape 
and bureaucracy.

Money is what the fur industry thrives on and 
when you take away from their profits, it hurts 
them where it counts. Economic sabotage is 
what they listen to. This can be various types 
of actions including the very simple; 
smashing fur shops' windows, squirting 
super glue into the locks, spray painting, 


filling bell peppers or Christmas ornaments 
with paint and "paint bombing" the building, 
etc. To be effective, a place should be hit 
repeatedly. Just be careful & vary your 
schedule so that the police aren't waiting for 
you when you go back. Every hit causes 
security to increase so go for maximum 
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SMASHING THE FURRIERS 


Fire is a tool. It can be your friend if you respect its 
power or your foe if you don't. Noth- 
ing does the amount of damage 
that fire can (try doing a mil- y 
lion dollars damage to a lab S' 
with only hand tools). But/ 
also, nothing else equals its 
potential for accidental injury 
and loss of life to both activ- 
ist and bystander. Arson 
works. But those who use it 
make damn sure that no ani- 
mal (humans included) will 
be inadvertently killed. Make 
sure that all buildings or vehi- 
cles are free of creatures 
before lighting one single match. 

Arson also has no statute of limitations. 

It is a serious crime. If you get caught > 
you could spend the next several 
years in prison thinking about what 
went wrong. Be sure that you fol- 
low all security precautions Vigor- 
ously. Tell no one and leave ab- 
solutely no evidence! 
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With all that said and done 
here's how to build a simple in- 
cendiary device that can be 
used for burning both build- 
ings and vehicles. 


V 
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Equipme nt and prepa ration: 

First you need gallon plastic milk jugs with screw 
on lids. One gallon purified water jugs work well 
also. Check local recycling stations for milk jugs, 
or buy water jugs if it's easier. You will need to rinse 
out the jugs and let them dry. Make sure you wash 
off any finger prints. Purchase kerosene from a busy 
gas station (out of town if possible) using an ap- 
proved gasoline container. Fill the jugs almost all 
the way, but leave an inch or so of space for fumes 
to gather at the top so your jugs don't leak. You will 
also need one spare, fuel filled jug for every four 
incendiaries. 

You need one thick rectangular household sponge 
for each incendiary you will be using. Set them on 
their sides and punch two deep holes in each for 
the igniters. 

For a dependable ignition delay, take a stick of 
incense and attach wooden matches to it near the 
stick end. Tie them on tight with string or use a few 
rubber bands. Make two for each incendiary plus a 
few extra. The time delay can be anywhere from 
1 5-45 minutes and will vary according to many cir- 
cumstances including the temperature and wind. 
Make sure you test one before so you know approx, 
how long it will take before the matches ignite. 


destruction. Malecky Mink Ranch was torched 
in Dec. 1992. The fur farm industry tried to 
deny that this was an A.L.F. action for quite 
some time. Eventually they could no longer 
hide from the truth as pieces of an incendiary 
device were found. Presumably, they wanted 
to cover this up so that other mink ranchers 
wouldn't be scared out of the business. If 
scores of fur farms were raided, then the 
industry would be devastated and many 
would stop raising 
fur animals for 
fear of] losing 
their entire invest- 
ment. Remember, 
most fur farmers 
do this part time 
and are not solely 
dependent on fur 
animals to make a 
living. Therefore 
they are much 
easier to push out 
of business as 
opposed to a 
chicken farmer, 
etc. 




Constru ct ion and ignition : 
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The incendiary devices are 
transported in three sepa- 
rate pieces: the jugs, the 
sponges, and the timed ig- 
niters. One gallon milk jugs 
are perfect because they 
can easily be carried using 
their handles and they also 
hold a lot of fuel. Place an 
incendiary jug in the loca- 
tion you want it to burn and 
stuff a sponge through the 
handle of the plastic jug. 
Douse the whole area with 
kerosene from one of the 
extra jugs making sure to 
saturate the 
sponge. Light the 
f timed igniters a safe 
distance from any fuel 
or incendiaries and then 
stick two incense timers 
into the pre-punched holes 
in the fuel soaked sponge 

T one on either side of the 
handle. 

When the incense burns 
down to the match heads, 
it will ignite them and they 




J ust what i 

n two waves of actions in the U.S. and 
across England department stores which 
house fur departments have been targeted 
and stores are now withdrawing their fur 
departments, particularly since the 
campaigns are now including the use of timed 
incendiary devices. These devices are designed 
to switch on a store's sprinkler system. By law large 
department stores have 'water sprinkler systems' - 
you can see them on the ceiling - which are 
triggered off by fire and smoke. So it is fairly safe 
for a small fire to be started in the store (in the 
middle of the night when no-one is there) as there 
is no danger of it spreading. The sprinklers put the 
fire out and the water floods the store and causes 
extensive water damage. 

Of course, we don't break into the store in 
the middle of the night to start a fire - we place an 
incendiary device in the store during shopping 
hours, under something inflammable. Usually, a 
device is placed under an armchair or a sofa on 
the top floor, the result of which is that all the floors 
underneath are flooded. As some stores are now 
checking under their sofas (in England) after clos- 
ing we now place them out of sight under anything 
that is combustible and not always on the top floor. 
We do not place them in coat pockets or in a sofa - 
should one fail to ignite, it may at a later date when 
someone has bought it. It is timed to go off in the 
middle of the night. Department stores across Eng- 
land have closed there fur salons. They are joining 
a growing number of stores that don’t want the has- 
sle of a big clean up, or the financial loss. 


The devices we put in stores are quite 
different from those we use to destroy vehicles. The 



will in turn ignite the sponge which will melt the jug 
and finally ignite the fuel. Sound Complicated? 
It really isn't. 


A very simple way to torch a car is just to spread a 
sheet over it and then pour flammable liquid on the 
sheet. Ignite it with a fireplace lighter or long stick 
so you don't catch yourself on fire. This should only 
be used when you need to hit and run. Get away 
quick! 

TIPS: Arson is a big time felony so wear gloves 
and old clothes that you can throw away through 
the entire process and be very careful not to leave 
a single shred of evidence. A very important thing 
to check is that the heads of the matches on the 
incense delays are very, very close to the fuel 
soaked sponge. If you have too much of a gap the 
flame from the matches will not light the sponge 
and all your work will have been for nothing. If you 
need to, the incense igniters can be skipped and 
the sponges can be lit directly. Avoid working with 
gasoline. It's too volatile. Always bring a few extra 
lighters in case one malfunctions. 

Be careful. No evidence ; 


Dingles department store (London) 
Christmas 1988. Sprinkler systems 
malfunction resulted in the complete 
destruction of the store, causing millions 
in damage. They immediately stopped 
selling furs in all their stores.

one for the stores has a 1 2 hour timing device. 

For the stores' device we use an empty 20 
pack cigarette box with holes punched in both sides 
for ventilation (1). The inside is painted with nail 
polish. We then take a piece of thin card (2) cut to 
fit inside the cigarette box and punch holes in it 
and coat it with nail polish (3). We superglue (4) 
the battery (5) to the card along with pieces of fire- 
lighter (6) covered in nail polish (3) (to seal in the

fumes). We then take a 21w bulb (a car reversing 
light). The glass of the bulb must first be broken by 
heating with a lighter and then placing in cold 
water (7) (be careful not to damage the filament). 
We solder one of the wires from an ordinary 
battery snap (8) (the type used in calculators and 
small radios etc.) to the end of the bulb nipple. A 
spare piece of similar wire (9) is soldered to the 
side of the bulb (the side of the bulb is also a 
contact). Soldering is as easy as changing a fuse 
in a plug. The small domestic soldering iron (10) is 
switched on, the wire is placed against the nipple 


and the iron is then placed so it touches the end of 
the wire and heats it and the nipple. Then the 
solder is pressed against the soldering iron and 
allowed to melt and run down the side of the 
nipple. The iron and solder are removed but the 
wire must be held in place covered in solder until it 
hardens. The same procedure is followed when 
soldering the spare wire to the side of the bulb (11). 
Onto the two ends of wire from the battery snap 
and bulb, (12) we solder some single strand fine 
wire (13) that is also stiff enough to be able to be 
formed into a bridge shape and the other bent 
upright. We then cut a piece of bin liner (14) (thin 
paper bag) to the same size as one of the pieces 
of firelighter. The slip of bin liner is then coated on 
both sides with nail varnish and placed on top of a 
piece of firelighter so it sticks to it. We then 
superglue the bulb to an adjoining piece of firelighter 
so the filament is touching the slip of varnish 
covered bin liner (15). A little more varnish is painted 
on the bin liner around the filament and the heads 
of the strike anywhere matches (16) (not safety 
matches). Pieces of match head are cut off with a 
razor blade and placed in the wet varnish on the 
bin liner so they are also touching the filament. 

We then take the watch (17), 
remove the crystal (glass or plastic lens) and 
superglue the two pieces of the formed wire, the 
bridge and the upright, so that the bridge is 
between the figures 1 and 3 on the watch (18). The 
upright is glued so that it is slightly closer to the 
centre of the watch in the middle of the bridge but 
not quite touching it. The height of the bridge is 
determined by the length of the minute and 
second hands on the watch, the device works when 
the hour hand pushes the upright against the bridge 
and completes the circuit, so the minute and 
second hands have to be bent out of the way so 
that as they go round and round they don't push 
the upright against the bridge (19). By careful use 
of a pair of tweezers (20) we bend the second and 
minute hands first upright and then out so that the 
ends of the second and minute hand pass over the 
bridge and upright (You might also try to cut them 
off carefully with wire cutters). The hour hand is 
pointed to 3 o'clock (so that it is past the bridge 
and upright) then the watch is wound up and

Careful use of a small 
pair of tweezers enables the hands to be bent 
without damage. What cannot be shown 
properly because of the difficulty in drawing it is 
the exact positioning of the bridge and upright 
wire when superglued into position so that the 
hour hand strikes the upright wire (after midnight) 
and pushes it against the bridge. The gap 
between the top of the upright wire and the bridge 
where they touch has to be tiny. 


superglued to the card. 

Everything used in this device must 
be kept free of fingerprints and gloves must 
be worn during the entire construction 
process. After all the soldering is done 
you should file all traces of solder from the 
tip of soldering iron. When finished dispose 
of any and all excess glue, cardboard, wire, 
nail polish, solder, glass in a garbage other 
than your own. 

The snap is not connected to the 
battery until we get to the store and visit 


the toilet. Even if it were to fall over and set the 
device off it only produces a small flame for 1 0 - 1 5 
seconds which wouldn't do any harm - but it would 
look odd disposing of a cigarette box with a flame 
coming out of the punched holes in the side. The 
devices are placed in the stores between 3pm and 
closing as they have about 9 or 10 hours and 
ignite after midnight. The timer on the next page 
will enable a longer time delay but the complete 
device will definitely be larger. Specific care must 
be taken regarding in-store undercover security 
guards and security cameras (both on the lookout 


for shoplifters). Holiday seasons when the 
shops are fullest is an ideal time for easy 
placement of devices. 

One problem of this simple set up is 
that some watches' hour hands are unable 
to push the upright against the bridge. To 
cover for this two or three devices are planted 
in the store or a successful alternative is to 
use a small travellers alarm clock, dispense 
with the cigarette box and make a larger box 
from card and glue to take the small clock. 
Always test your devices before hand.

S(§@LflBit^ Obvious warnings 

about fingerprints, hair, fibers and buying 
materials apply. Remember most electronics 
stores have video cameras. So buy 
components well in advance so that if the 
components are eventually traced to a 
particular store you aren't on video a few days 
before the action purchasing components. 
Don’t buy components near where you live 
or the target. Get the alarm clocks made in 
China. The electronic components are harder 
to track to an individual clock which could then 
be tracked to a shipment and ultimately to a 
store. Don't buy lots of components in the 
same place. Wire cutters, strippers, drill bits 
and soldering iron tip should be disposed of. 


DRIVING

Time Delayed 
Incendiary Devices 


This is another simple electrically timed incendiary device for use in both buildings and vehi- 
cles. Make sure you don't leave any fingerprints on any part of the device, wear gloves at all times 
when manufacturing and placing any incendiary device. All you need is a mechanical kitchen timer, 
a brand new 9v battery (w/cap), an automobile backup light bulb, some thin electrical wire, some 
strike- anywhere matches and a soldering iron. 

First you break off glass on the bulb so as to expose the filament, being careful not to break it. 
Heating the glass with a lighter and then touching it to cold water usually does the trick. (Instead of 
a light bulb you may want to use a model rocket engine igniter.) 

Now, with your soldering iron, attach one wire from the battery cap to the tip of the bulb, and 
then solder a 6-8 inch length of wire to the metal side of the bulb's base. (When the other tip of this 
wire is connected to the second wire from the battery cap/battery, the circuit will be complete and the 
matches will ignite . . . that’s the general idea.) 

Take the kitchen timer and glue a toothpick or matchstick to the rotating pointer, in effect 
extending the circumference of the rotation. Glue the two loose ends of the wire to the non-moving 
section of the timer at the 12 - o'clock position, so that the toothpick on the pointer will connect the 
two wires when it winds down to zero. (Make sure not to connect the battery until you are about to 
set the timer). 

Now you can set your timer for up to an hour and leave. You will need a little more to make 
your fire go. Suggestions include attaching match heads to the igniter and putting it in a pile of fire- 
starter gel, next to a plastic bag of starter fluid in the middle of a pile of charcoal, or in a small packet 

containing a mixture of half sodium 
chlorate (weedkiller) or potassium 
nitrate (saltpeter) and half white 
granulated sugar. You can help 
along your fire by placing your de- 
vice on top of or beside a plastic 
container of any flammable liquid 
(kerosene/gasoline/etc.).

UNIVERSITY & PRIVATE RESEARCH 

The fur industry relies on research done 
in labs to increase their profits through 
further genetic manipulation of furbearers 
and their feed. 

FUR AUCTION HOUSES 

This is where trappers and fur farmers 
sell the skins to retailers. This is a 
particularly weak point in the industry, as 
only a few auction houses remain open. 

FUR FARM FEED SUPPLIERS 

The unnatural state of the pelts of 
murdered fur farm prisoners is partly due 
to the types of special feeds developed 
by feed suppliers. A lot of these also have 
experimental fur farms. 

FUR FARMS 

FOX - 398 farms in Canada (as 
of 1 994). In the U.S. 40 mink farms also 
imprison fox, approx., another 50-100 
farms raise fox, but have no mink and so 
were missed in the count. 

LYNX - Approximately 40 farms 
still imprison lynx in North America. 

MINK - Canada had 21 2 farms 
(as of 1 994). In the U.S. there were 41 5 
mink farms (as of 1996). Wisconsin 
'produces' the most mink pelts but Utah 
has the most mink farms. 

TRAPPING SUPPLIERS 

These people sell leg-hold and other 
traps for killing wild fur animals.

These are the people who clean up the 
pelts for their future use as vanity items 
and sell them in bulk. Not all wholesal- 
ers are processors, although a lot are. 

FUR FARM ORGANIZATIONS 

These are small groups of fur farmers 
who lobby state legislators, produce 
propaganda and manage sales of skins. 

FUR TRAPPING ORGANIZATIONS 

These are small groups of fur trappers 
who lobby state legislators, produce 
propaganda and manage sales of skins.

Data Compilation 

After compiling the information on fur 
farms for the original Final Nail and 
Supplement from several different 
sources (some of them quite old), we’ve 
found there are numerous corrections. 

So in our sleepless quest to bring you 
the most up to date intelligence - we are 
publishing the Final Nail #2. Over 50% 
of them have some type of addition or 
change. New addresses, new phone 


died or passed on their farms to their 
younger relatives. You can find the farm 
sometimes by just checking out 
everyone with same last name in town, if 
there is not too many. 

• Rural Roads (R.R.) in some places have 
changed to an actual named street, 
check out local phone directories.

• In a lot of states/provinces the majority 
of fur farms will be located in approx, the 
same areas or even on the same road. 


• Neighbouring farms are quite often 
owned by members of the same family. 

• And lately, a lot of them are just damn 
CLOSED!

Places to look for new (and current) fur 
farms and other fur industry scumbags 
include the phone book, state or provin- 
cial agricultural dept, lists (you may need 
a good sounding excuse), Fur Age

In your research and 
scouting of any fur farms from 
the Final Nail listings, you 
should take into consideration 
the following: 

• Some names, phone 
numbers and addresses may 
have typos because we typed 
them in from our badly 
photo-copied original lists.

Yes, that's right, we’ve decided 
not to include chinchilla or 
rabbit farms in the Final Nail 
basically for the reason that 
they can not be reintroduced to 
the wild in North America.
